The  Mixed  Chorus  gave  an  operetta,  "The  Belle  of  Barcelona,"  the  second  week 
of  March.  Gee,  it  shore  was  pritty  and  full  of  good  singin'  foo.

Deep  in  the  heart  of  the  Kentucky  mountains,  the  Quil- 
na  staff,  papers  and  pen  in  hand,  were  wondering  hither 
and  yon — searching  for  inspirations.

His  two  pals,  Jack  Frysinger  and  Kenneth  Miller  (Police 
Chief  and  Sheriff,  respectively,)  drop  in  every  now  and 
then  to  watch  him,  I  mean  to  talk  to  him. 

What's  that  large  factory  over  there?  Oh,  I  see  now.

(I  wonder  if  they  came  up  the  hard  way?)  We  saw 
Bill  Russell  out  there,  too,  but  couldn't  decide  just  which 
side  of  the  fence  he  was  on  (guard  or  onlooker.)
